CCC Results Fall Short. 


| One factor increasing the burden 
'on states and localities is the fail- 
‘ure of CCC employment to take 
| families off relief. There are now 
'more than 500,000 men in CCC 
| camps and, while a few are with- 
| out families, it was the expectation 
‘that nearly 500,000 cases would be 
| removed from the relief rolls. The 
‘rates of pay in the CCC camps is 
$30, of which $25 is sent to the 
man’s family. In nearly 50 per 
cent of the 500,000 families this 
$25 has been found inadequate and 
it has been necessary to supple- 
ment it with relief. This put an 
unexpected 250,000 cases on state 
relief rolls. 

A few state relief administra- 
tions, those that have had efficient 
and alert staffs, have presented to 
Federal relief officials conclusive 
evidence of the need for direct aid 
after Sunday. The most effective 
report, covering each county in the 
state, has come from Wisconsin. 
Although Wisconsin is a relatively 
prosperous state, the degree of de- 
pendence on Federal air is extraor- 
dinary. Relief expenditures for the 
first eight months of 1935 totaled 
$30,868,282, of which $25,691,066 
came from the Federal Govern- 
ment, $850,000 from the state and 
$4,327,216 from the localities. 

“No provision for financing relief 
during 1936 has been made by the 
State Government,” the report says.

Jarrett Berates Rambo. 
Jarrett, the dictaphone revealed, 
‘began to berate Rambo for having 
fired the shot, saying that 
wasn’t necessary.” He also criticized 
him for not having hidden the 
screw-driver with which 
had forced open the screen on the 
window through which they entered 
the Higgins home. With this infor- 
mation, the officers said, they had 


the two told their full stories. 

The stories were largely the same 
as the one Rambo had previously 
told, except for the addition of the 
few important details. Both of the 
boys, they said, went to bed on 


certain their families were asleep, 
got up again and dressed, left their 
homes, and met at a designated 
spot. 

They broke into the Buckles 
warehouse and stole the revolver 
and money and then went to the 
home of Mrs. Helen Bradley, next 
door to the Higgins home at 510

the front porch of the Higgins home 
and forced open the window which 
led to the front room in which the 
Higgins 7-year-old daughter, Margie, 
was sleeping. 

Hit Girl on Head. 

Almost immediately Jarrett be- 
came frightened and went out 
hrough the window. Rambo cursed 
him. The noise awakened Margie 
and Rambo hit her on the head sev- 
eral times with the butt of the re- 
volver. Margie’s screams awakened 
Mrs. Higgins, who came into the

Miss 
Harvey was let out temporarily be- 
cause she was one of those with 
the least job seniority in her group, 
Courtney testified. 

In the case of Miss Vanatta, she 
Was one of six in a group of 14 
who made a poor production show- 
ing in the three weeks preceding 
the layoff, he said. The witness ad- 

_ mitted that he had called Miss Har- 
vey an untidy operator, but he said 
that had nothing to do with her be- 
ing laid off. Under cross-examina- 
tion, the foreman testified that Miss 
Harvey was a good operator, al- 
though low on production. 

It was to his interest, Courtney 
said, to have a satisfactory piece- 
work “price” for his operators be- 
cause then the company did not 
have to make up a payroll differ- 
ence between the minimum of 30 
cents an hour and the amount act- 
ually earned at that rate. 

Says Operators Speeded Up. 

The foreman testified that since 
the layoff of the six employes in 
Miss Vanatta’s group, the operators 
retained had speeded up their oper- 
ation to a point where some of them 
were making $3.50 to $3.91 a day.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—Justice 
Jesse C. Adkins of the District of 
Columbia Supreme Court ruled last 
night that the price-fixing provi- 
sions of the Guffey Coal Act were 
constitutional, but that the sections 
of the act regulating wages and 
hours were void. 

The ruling was'in the suit brought 
by James W. Carter, president of 
the Carter Coal Co. of West Vir- 
ginia, who sought permanent in- 
junctions restraining the Govern- 
ment from collecting a 15 per cent 
“compliance tax” to be levied on 
the value of coal and to restrain his 
company from accepting the bitu- 
minous producers’ code provided in 
the statute. Both injunctions were 
denied. 

Grants Stay As to Tax. 

The Judge however, granted a 

stay which he said would prevent 


the Government from _ collecting 
more than a one and one half per 
cent levy from the Carter Co. 
This is the rate of tax which the 
Act provides in the case of a com- 
pany complying with the Guffey 
code. The law calls for collection 


do not abide by the code. The plain- 
tiff had attacked this tax as in- 
valid. 

The decision was handed down af- 
ter a night session, shortly before 
midnight. 

Justice Adkins began his opinion 
by expressing the belief that the

Letters Disclose Woman’s 
Plan to Get Divorce, 
Then Her Reconciliation 


With Mate. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 28.—Har- 
old Bourg, 39-year-old electrician, 
married, and the father of two 
daughters, was shot to death in his 
bed in Illinois Central Hospital here 
yesterday by Louis Sapp, 42, mar- 
ried, the father of one child. Police 
quoted Sapp as saying Bourg 
“broke up my home.” Bourg had 
been convalescing from an opera- 
tion for appendicitis performed 


Nov. 6. 

District Attorney Charles A. 
Byrne ordered Sapp held on a 
charge of murder. 

“He went to my home and was 
with my wife and child while I 
was out looking for work,” Byrne 
quoted Sapp as saying. “I am the 
man who did the shooting and I’m 
giad I did it, 

“When I walked into the room 
where he (Bourg) was I didn’t say 
a word,” Sapp related. “He was 
the first to speak, saying ‘Hello, 
Louis,’ That galled me and I be- 
gan firing before I knew it.” 


Mrs. Bourg Heard Shots. 


Mrs. Bourg, waiting in an ante- 
room, heard the shots that killed 
her husband. Two other patients 
were in the room at the time. Four 
shots were fired in rapid’ succes- 
sion. Bourg rolled from his cot, 
dead. Sapp calmly put aside his 
revolver and gave himself up to 
Dr. W. W. Leake, hospital superin- 
tendent. A special officer took him 
in custody and turned him over to 
police. 

“About four hours before the 
shooting I bought a gun in a Canal 
street store,” the prisoner said. “I 
had a few drinks and then ate a 
steak. Then I went up to the hos- 
pital. I went to Bourg’s room and 
shot him. That’s what I went there 
for—to kill him.” 

Sapp said he met Bourg in 1931 


while he was working on the new 


Statehouse at Baton Rouge. 
Letters Produced by Sapp. 


Letters produced by Sapp sup- 
ported his story in part. One, 
dated Nov. 23, began, “Dear Har- 
old,” and expressed regret that the 
writer could not see him. She had 
“some very good news that you 
would have been glad to hear.” The 
letter went on: “Louis has agreed 
to give me a divorce so we can 
be married, for he has been con- 
vinced that I no longer love him, 
but love you... .tI am sure he 
means what he says and bears no 
grudge against you. It will be all 
right for you to come, as I can 
assure you that you are in no dan- 
ger of bodily harm from him.” 

Another evidently written by a 
man, promised to “take my family 
with me and move away from New 
Orleans” and “make sure I never 
run across her again.” 

A third, addressed to “Dear Har- 
old,” read: “After thinking it over 
I realize our affair was a mistake 
and I love Louis best. I have con- 
fessed to him and the best you can 
do is to make an appointment with 
him.” This letter was signed 
“Agnes.”

RANCE is still boxing-mind- 

ed, if we believe dispatches. 
These state that 20,000 fans paid 
$60,000 to see its middle-weight 
idol, Marcel Thil, world cham- 
pion according to the Internation- 
al Boxing Federation, outpoint 
Lou Brouliiard of Worcester,

The average price of $3 in 
France, where a franc is worth 
only 6.85 cents today, for a non- 
title bout, puts that country on 
the financial map as a promoter’s 
paradise. 

The bout, having been held in 
Paris, Americans naturally looked 
for the worst.

Decay of the Field Goal. 


OALS from the field have 

played an insignificant part 
in the offense of college football 
elevens this year. Illinois, lack- 
ing a powerful attack, put over a 
couple in recent games. But for 
the most part football elevens 
have disdained scoring by the 
three-point method, preferring to 


gamble on-a six-point touchdown 
by rushing or passing. 

In the Missouri Valley Confer- 
ence, not one field goal was 
kicked by any eleven in a con- 
ference game, except to count 
point after touchdown. The decay 
of the field goal is lamentable 
because it sometimes serves its 
purpose as well as a touchdown. 

With a six-point advantage, an 
attacking team, halted for three 
downs near an opponent’s goal, 
can make itself practically invinc- 
ible by booting a field goal. The 


enemy then must score TWO 
touchdowns to take the lead. 
Still, most of the attackers 


take a desperate fourth-down at- 
tempt at a pass, rather than play 
safe with a goal from the field. 

In this respect the lack of a 
good drop-kicker probably plays 
a large part, since with a triple- 
threat man back, the enemy could 
not guess what the play would 
be. Placement kickers, on the 
other hand, necessarily tip off the 
play.

That Twelve-Man Team. 


OW we hear advocated the 
“twelve-man football team,” 
a brainstorm by a North Dakota 
coach. He wants another man on 
the field—a trained signal caller 
whose superior judgment would 
free an eleven from the mis- 
chances of weak quarterbacking. 
The twelfth man would have 
no part in the play but would 
merely direct the team’s attack. 
When the enemy had the ball, he 
would quit the field. Just what 
would happen to him while a play 
is in progress is not mentioned. 
The twelfth man would be an 
amateur, working under the same 
eligibility conditions as the play- 
ers, but whose light weight or 
other handicap would prevent him 
from figuring in the lineup,

Sounds silly. What do they want 
with an “amateur” field general, 
when they already have a profes- 
sional one—the coach? One way 
or another, the coach does most of 
the directing of his team’s attack, 
even to the extent (in some cases) 
of having press-box observers 
with coaching-bench phond con- 
nections, we are told. 

A lot of wig-wagging can be 
done with a pair of white gloves 
on the coach’s hands, or by 
waving a program, Quarterbacks 
are far from being on their own, 
at all times, after the whistle 
blows.

Notes of $418,000,000 Coming Due 
—Estimates of Amount to Be 
Sought Vary.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 28. — Gov- 
ernment bond experts have pointed 
out recently that the principal fea- 
ture of the market for U. S. ob- 
ligations has been the extremely 
light trading, the quietest in months. 
Announcement is expected Monday 
of the Treasury’s plans for the Dec. 
15 financing date. The Treasury 
has $418,000,000 of notes coming due 
and the further necessity of rais- 
ing additional cash to build up its 
balances. The total of new money 
to be sought has not been revealed, 
and estimates vary from $500,000,- 
000 to as much as $1,0L.,000,000. 
Both notes and long-term paper are 
expected to be offered. Bond men 
are now trying tv decide whether 
the market is likely to dip under 
such a large offering. Ordinarily 


new bonds are priced a little under |. 


the market and gradually or quick- 
ly move up to comparable prices 
for outstanding issues. On a few 
occasions in the past, however, the 
list has dropped back to meet the 
level of the new issue. Of not 
much significance to the long-term 
holder, the directioa of this move- 
ment is often very important to 
dealers, whose method of doing 
business requires a quick turnover 
at a narrow profit margin.

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Story behind this story is one of the 
most interesting of the tragi-comic drama 
known as the New Deal. It started years 
ago, when Secretary Hull first entered the 
House of Representatives. It will end when 
his golden dream of a world made peace- 
ful because the commercial causes of war 
have been removed, made prosperous by 
free movement of goods, is proved fact or 
fantasy. 

Hull’s pet theory that a creditor 
nation MUST trade with the world if it 
not constantly to build up 
loons such as burst in 1929. 

High tariff walls, to Hull, mean merely 
high walls to be erected, in turn. abroad 
against American goods. 'They mean more 
than mere protection of American labo: 
against coolie-wage standards. They mean 
commitment to an economic nationalism 
that can have no other expression than in 
such regimentation as has been typical of 
the New Deal under NRA and AAA. 

Hull started battling tariffs, 
enough, when the Pavne-Aldrich bill was 
before Congress in 1910. It was to offset 
unpopularity of that very act that led Taft 
into his fatal deal with the Canadian Pre- 
mier. 

For years, in both House and Senate. Hull 
clung to his fundamental idea. When Roose- 
velt became President, victory seemed near. 
He became Secretary of State. An economic 
conference was called in London. Hull was 
in his element. F. D. R. was behind him. 

Suddenly Roosevelt shifted. He sent Prof. 
Moley to London, and Moley upset Hull's

work. F. D. R. backed out of his own con- 
ference Hull took a boat back toward 
W ashington—disillusioned, ready to resign. 

Roosevelt did not want Hull to resign. 
Before he got home, Moley went out the 
back door. Roosevelt seemed about to 
swing back toward Hull’s economics. But 


he didn't. Moley was gone (officially), but 
the Brain Trust was in the ascendancy. 
Hull's program of free trade, governmen- 


tal economy and currency stabilization ran 
smack into revaluation, the attempt to 
spend the nation out of the depression, and 
artificial price-boosting under NRA and 
AAA. Economic nationalism ran riot. 


* * 


Hull plodded ahead. He got through Con- 
gress a bill giving the President the right 
virtually to revise the entire tariff structure. 
A few little negotiations with Cuba and 
South America were started. “Poor old Cor- 


dell,” chuckled the Brain Trusters. 
He might have resigned even then, if it 
had not been for George Peek. Peek, long 


a professional pro-farmer, held that if Uncle 
Sam was going to let, say, French wines 
into this country in return for a reduction 
of automobile tariffs in France, it was silly 
to give all other countries the same tariff 


cuts under Hull's “most-favored-nation” 
principle. A Yankee trade, to Peek, was a 
Yankee trade. 


Hull's view was broader and more ambi- 
tious. The only way to break down world 
trade barriers, he told F. D. R., was to 
break them down. It's too long a job to 
do it one country at a time. If the United 
States set the pace, Hull hoped, other coun- 
tries would catch the idea and follow. And 
that in a world seething with suspicion and 
selfishness—Hitlers and Mussolinis. 

Peek’s idea of dumping specific surpluses 
in specific countries aroused Hull’s ire and 
kept him on the job. All his life he had 
opposed dumping as a major trade evil. Even 
more, he opposed the policy of the Coolidge- 
Hoover era — lending American money 
abroad to “pay for our own goods.” 

Undercover cudgeling at the White House 
between the Peek-Brain Trust crowd and 
Hull was close and bitter for months. F. D, 
R. swung to Hull some time ago, but many 
believed he would not dare go so far as he 
did in the Canadian pact.

STREAMLINED TURKEYS.

S OMETHING must have happened to 

American appetites, as well as to Amer- 
ican cook stoves and roasting pans. Other- 
wise the Department of Agriculture would 
not be encouraging the breeding of a small- 
er turkey, a streamlined turkey, a turkey 
which may look like a duck, though it may 
still taste like a turkey. 

The experiments recently begun at Belts- 
ville, Md., are being conducted, it is said, 
in response to public demand. The modern 
housewife wants a turkey weighing about 
12 to 15 pounds when dressed, and yet 
full grown and mature in flavor. The De- 
partment of Agriculture will breed such @ 
turkey, if the thing can be done. 

Yet there was a time, not so very long 
ago, when the size of the turkey was sym 
bolic of the success of the Thanksgiving 
dinner. It was a matter for pride and boast- 
ing that the family turkey weighed 26 
pounds on the hoof and would hardly fit in 
the family oven. But ovens are smaller, ap 
petites are smaller, turkeys must be small- 
er. Though if they are much smaller, there 
may be little point left in eating turkey on 
days of festival. If a turkey is to look like 
a duck and be no bigger than a duck, it 
may be simpler for the American family at 
Thanksgiving or Christmas to eat a duck, or 
two ducks, and be done with it.

But he also saw that 
to clear the diamonds, he must 
relinquish the lead at least once, 
and with dummy’s three small 
hearts exposed, it appeared certain 
that the defenders would shift to 
that suit, in which case at least 
four hearts and a diamond must be 
lost. 

He decided that a “swindle” was 
his best line of play. So he won the 
first lead with WNorth’s king and 
boldly led the heart eight. 

East was somewhat “on the spot.” 
Against certain possible heart hoid- 
ings by South, he should split his 
honors—against others decidedly 
not. He ducked, and South played 
the jack. West won with the ace and 
led another spade. South’s king 
won, and a diamond was led, North 
playing the jack and East winning 
with.the king. At this point East 
was faced with another guess.

| That’s what pretty Aza- 

dia Newman, youthful por- 

trait artist of Washington, says 
about her quick success. She 
stepped right out of school and had 
no trouble at all in gathering in 
commissions to paint prominent 
persons in Washington, New Yor, 
London and Paris. 
She signs her work with her 
first name which is the same as 
the estate where her family has 
resided for 200 years. Her ances- 
tor, Joshua Pierce, a resident of 
New York some time in the early 
part of 1700 filled his saddle bags 
with gold and set out on his horse 
to find “the most beautiful spot in 
the world,” on which to build a 
home. To his way of thinking he 
found such a spot in the section of 
the country that is now the city of 
Washington. 
She comes from a family of ar- 
tists. Her mother, the late Arte- 
mesia Shoemaker, is best known. 
Under the guidance of her mother, 
when other children were drawing 
pictures of fruits and flowers Aza- 
dia was drawing figures and 
sketches of persons. 
“IT started drawing as soon as I 
could hold a pencil,” she _ said. 
“From a very small child my moth- 
er made me understand that I was 
to paint. Her work always fasci- 
nated me and I firmly believed 
that everything she touched came 
to life. When I enrolled in the 
Art Students’ League in New York, 
it was a task to study until I 
could take up portrait painting.” 
It is interesting to note that all 
her pictures were of famous or in- 
teresting persons and while they 
have a striking illustrative quality 
there is a certain mellowness to 
her brush. She likes color but uses 
it subtly. She says she likes to 
paint a feeling of color rather than 
vivid tones. Azadia is just as 
striking looking as her pictures. 
She is slim and very pretty with 
auburn hair and large deep blue 
eyes. She has a naive quality that 
is utterly lacking in her work. She 
wears individual clothes and likes 
jewelry. Her speech is sprinkled 
with feminine superlatives. 
Her first commission was to paint 
a picture of Monsignior Buckey of 
St. Matthews Church, Washington. 
He had followed the work of the ar- 
tist all her life, and it was always 
understood he would be her first 
subject. His excellent statue and 
the Cardinal red of his ecclesiasti- 
cal robes lent themselves well to 
such a picture. At the time his 
picture was exhibited in Washing- 
ton, Walter Huston was there mak- 
ing the picture, “Rodney.” He was 
so impressed he asked Azadia to 
paint his portrait, the first ever 
made of the famous actor. 
Her picture of Vice-President Gar- 
ner caused quite a stir in art cir- 
cles in Washington. She painted it 
in six days while the executive was 
at his desk. 
“I impulsively said thet ‘Mr. Gar-

ner’s eye brows were  breath-tak- 
ing,” she said, “and the comment 
went the rounds. Both Mr. and 
Mrs. Garner told me they were 
pleased with the picture, especially 
the expression as I had caught it. 
I understand the picture is wanted 
for the Texas Art Museum, but Mr. 
Garner intends keeping it. Another 
interesting subject was Senator 
Gore. He insisted on being painted 
with a favorite book near and asked 
me all sorts of questions about a

canvas he would never see. While 
I painted his picture Mrs. Gore sat 
near reading a political tome aloud 


to him.” 
C ture was painted at high speed 
and on high seas as the Nor- 
mandie made its first trip from this 
country to France. This picture was 
also done in six days. Azadia likes 
the portait of Lord Barnby, which 
she did in London because she liked 
painting his splendid uniform, his 
plumed helmet and his gold medals, 
One of the most interesting of all 
her pictures in the current exhibi- 
tion is one of Silvia Lent, noted vi- 
olinist. The musician, with her gol- 
den hair is painted in a _ simple 
black velvet gown trimmed with 
bands of white ermine. An old Man- 
darin coat rich in shades of blue is 
used as a background. 

Azadia says she likes to paint 
men because they are not as inter- 
ested in their looks as women are. 

“Many women want to be made 
good looking, and with that in mind 
are unable to relax,” she said. “In- 
stead of the painter being able to 
lose himself in painting he is con- 
scious that they are conscious of 
how they. look. I never like anyone 
to pose... I like them to be busy and 
allow mé to catch a certain expres- 
sion and paint them as I see them.” 

A collection of her portraits, in- 
cluding Garner, Gore, Huston, Lord 
Barnby and many others, is now 
on view here at the Warfield Shop.

LTHOUGH Claudette Colbert

screen today. Slender, with dark 
hair that throws off auburn glints, 
Claudette is the personification of 
the smart, continental woman who 
is to be seen in the Rue de la Paix 
of Paris, : 

Her large black eyes snap with 
vivacity and spirit beneath their 
arched brows, and her rather full 
mouth seems to be always on the 
point of breaking into a smile. 

Claudette pays comparatively lit- 
tle attention to trick “beauty se 
crets” and fantastic diets as aids 
to loveliness. Plenty of pure soap 
and water are the best aids to com- 
plexion, with a lot of fresh air and 
exercise thrown in, she believes. 

To keep fit between pictures, 
Claudette plays a lot of tennis and 
goes for long walks through the 
hills near her home in Beverly 
Hills.

Style Trends 
Reversed With 
Back Fulness 


Newest Modes for Winter 
Take Interest Away From 
Front. : |

E might have guessed that 
W the designers wouldn't toy 

long with front fullness bot 
would soon be thinking up some 
reversed ideas to make our new 
winter clothes look outmoded. 

The time has come when backs 
are replacing fronts in the graces 
of Dame Fashion. All of the full- 
ness that was bunched on chests 
and stomachs now is being pushed 
around to shoulder blades and hips 
and every effort made to see that 
a costume is much more interesting 
when a woman’s back is turned. 

This trend is more apparent in 
evening fashions than it is in the 
clothes for daytime, but sufficient 
proofs of the reversal of interest 
can be found to make the situation 
alarming. Perhaps a clever seam- 
stress can come to the rescue of 
those with Grecian frocks and turn 
them to up-to-dateness—or far-see- 
ing ones will prefer to wear them 
for a few months, knowing that the 
concentration of fullmess at any 
point, whether front or back, mere- 
ly is preparatory for the return of 
the true pencil silhouette. 

Bustles, floating panels, panniers, 
pleated sections and shirred godets 
are among the methods of introduc- 
ing fullness at the back of evening 
frocks. The bustle theme often is 
presented of a stiff fabric such as 
old-fashioned gros de Londres, but 
designers are not hesitant about 
using the more supple fabric, too. 
One white crepe frock, for example, 
that a St. Louis shop displays has 
wide shirred panels to form the 
back of the bodice. These come to- 
gether in V formation at the waist- 
line, then loop over to form a bustle 
and extend to provide a train con- 
siderably longer than the hem of 
the skirt. An emerald green taf- 
feta frock which has the skirt full- 
ness massed at the back emphasizes 
this by means of a bustle attached 
to a very short yoke. 

The floating back panel is a pop- 
ular method of featuring the back 
fullness, since it is in accord with 
the “goddess” mood in evening at- 
tire. A striking version of this idea 
is a chiffon frock that appears in 
a fuchsia tone and has a pleated 
panel of a lighter tone suspended 
from a halter neckline. The pleats 
are held very closely together at 
the top, but are released to form a 
fan-shaped overdrape at the back 
of the skirt. A different version 
employs velvet and metallic fabric 
in shades of wine red. The panel 
is in reality a very long scarf which 
is attached like a bertha across the 
front of the bodice and then per- 
mitted to hang free from the top 
of the shoulders to the floor. Other 
scarfs that are draped over one 
shoulder follow the trend of back 
emphasis. 

Fringe is another means of sup- 
plying decoration at the back of 
evenings frocks. Very long fringe 
is used to cover the back of one 
black dress while rows of narrow 
fringe placed below one another 
form a pannier that is unusual in 
the trimming of--another black 
frock. The latter is a “bar” type, 
which means that although it is 
quite dressy it has the skirt of day- 
time length. 

Noted among the illustrations of 
the- new silhouette in daytime 
dresses is a dark green matelasse 
crepe which has a yoke at the back 
of the skirt, to which a very full 
panel has been shirred. The front 
of the skirt is straight of line. The 
blouse has a high neckline, relieved 
of plainness at the front by means 
of a gold medallion and buttoning 
at the center back, Another inter- 
esting model has gored tiers in a 
panel at the back. The material is 
a dull finished crepe and the shade 
is cinnamon brown. 

Belts that fasten with the buckle 
at the back, sashes which have 
back bows, elaborate buttons ex- 
tending from neckline to hem, and 
tricky little lacings are other 
means of calling attention to the 
fact that a frock may be more in- 
teresting when the wearer is going 
rather than coming.
